old age assistance, aid to depend¬ 
ent children and aid to needy 
blind programs, it was announced 
today by Commissioner of Econo¬ 
mic Security W. Garnett John¬ 
son. 

Tota l state-wide payments were 
$3,277,523. of which $1 968.346 
was in old age assistance to 55,- 
444 persons; $1,197,567 was aid 
to dependent children and $111,- 
610 was for aid to the needy 
blind. 

The average old age assistance 
payments was $35 50 to the 55,- 
444 recipients on the rolls; while 
aid to dependent children aver¬ 
aged $37.12 

Payments in the county for the 
month were: 

Old age assistance, $15,646; de¬ 
pendent children, $11,516 and 
needy blind. $1,638.
